The Wistaria vine has never been 
more beautiful than it will be this 
year during the Wistaria Fete, which 
begins tomorrow (Saturday). The 
affair was postponed a week in order 
to give the vine an opportunity of 
developing more blossoms before the 
public was admitted, and according to 
Mrs, H. T. Fennel, chairman of the 
general committee, the wait has been 
well worth while. 

The fete will be patterned after 
the lawn fetes which have been pop¬ 
ular in society for generation^, but 
on a much larger scale than most of 
them, it will last from March 21 
to April 5, which will be two full 
weeks and three Saturdays and Sun¬ 
days. This is perhaps the longest 
lawn fete held in America, and 
would be impossible in almost any 
other climate but that of Southern 
California. 

Great Public Benefit 

The proceeds derived from the 
Wistaria Fete will go to the Wom¬ 
an’s club building fund. The annual 
affair is in large part responsible for 
the financing of the additions to the 
club house which public demand has 
made necessary from time to time. 
All of this is possible because of the 
public spiritedness of Mr. and Mrs. 
H. T. Fennel, who own the vine and 
who turn their home over to the club 
for two weeks once every year. 

Though the Wistaria Fete is neces¬ 
sarily a social event in which all 
Southern California takes part, the 
city also derives no inconsiderable 
amount of advertising from it. The 
notice of its coming has been an¬ 
nounced by a large unmber of city 
and town papers throughout South¬ 
ern California, and notices are posted 
in most of the woman’s club houses 
in the southland. Last year there 
were 30,000 visitors to Sierra Ma- 
, dre because of the fete, and this

A few weeks ago Sierra Mare peo¬ 
ple were invited to call at the new 
model home which had been erected 
by G. I. Farman. Those who visit¬ 
ed the new home were much im¬ 
pressed by the showing Mr. Farman 
and his associates had made and at 
the same time were impressed with 
the development which was being 
made in that section of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. 

A few years ago the west side of 
Sierra Madre was largely given over 
to ranches and large estates which, 
while exceptionally beautiful, were 
not especially designed to attract 
more inhabitants to that side of the 
city. Then came E. A. Miller ami 
opened a small tract at the place 
where Highland and Central meet 
Sunnyside. Houses began to spring 
up at once and now there is a beauti¬ 
ful group of homes where once was 
a more or less ordinary orange grove. 
And the best part of it is that the 
new houses which were built in no 
way detract from the grandeur of 
the estates which are in their vicin¬ 
ity. 

Varied Architecture 

There seems to be a tendency 
among those who are building on 
the west side of the city to erect 
homes which will add to the 
natural beauty of their setting. In 
this neighborhood is to be found the 
Spanish, Colonial, Norman French, 
and the distinctively western but not 
the less attractive, bungalow. Around 
these homes invariably one finds a 
green lawn, neatly trimmed, and 
where trees did not formerly exist, 
there are young trees planted which 
indicates that the householders of 
the west side in many cases have 
anticipated the visits of the city- 
beautiful committee, so that there 
will be no criticism against their 
neighborhood when better homes are 
discussed. 

Improvements in this section did 
not stop with the boundaries of the 
Miller tract. On every side there 
are new houses, many of them built, 
their premises improved and tilled 
with what could hardly be anything 
but happy families. ^ Others are in 
the process of construction but their 
lines and dimensions indicate that 
not one of them will be false to the 
ideals which have already been es¬ 
tablished. 

Hanson’s Development 

About a year after the Miller 
tract was opened, Ole Hanson, whose 
best known claim to fame h the 
fact that he was mayor of Seattle 
at a time when being mayor was a 
real job for a real man, came to 
Sierra Madre and bought a small 
tract at the corner of Sierra Madre 
and Live Oak avenues. In a sur¬ 
prisingly short space of time new 
houses began to appear and many a 
Sunday afternoon drive was bright¬ 
ened by the pleasant homelike im¬ 
pression which these new houses add¬ 
ed to the landscape. The home 
builders in this section, like others 
on the west side, immediately put in 
lawns and shrubs which are the out¬ 
side evidences of good housekeeping 
and happy families. 

Mr. Hanson is perhaps the most 
extensive builder now in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre and as far as possible follows 
the practice of buying his materials 
in the town in which they are to be 
used. Practically all of th< material 
used in the Hanson homes come from 
Sierra Madre business houses and 
those who have seen them testify 
that they are none the less attractive 
because of this bit of patriotism. 

Not all the new houses on the west 
side have been built on tracts or by 
one or two contractors. In fact such 
homes seem to be somewhat in the 
minority, but all the homes aie of 
such attractive design that it is hard 
to tell whore one contractor left off 
and another began. 

Not content to confine theii im¬ 
provements to their own door yeard, 
the people of this district have been 
busy improving old streets and build¬ 
ing new ones. They have extended 
West Montecito from Sunnyside 
through the Miller tract and ar¬ 
rangements are now being made to 
extend it on to Lima, making it a 
through street. Sidewalks have also 
been built along this extension and 
along Sunnyside and Highland. Re¬ 
cently a petition was completed and 
presented to the board of trustees 
asking for sidewalks to be built 
along Sunnyside from Central avenue 
to Fairview avenue, which . is the 
north end of the street. 

West Alegria has been improved 
and a part of North Sunnyside and 
below Central Ramona and Man- 
zanita have been favored likewise.

New Map Is 
Presented to 
City Board 


A plat map mhich represented a 
preliminary plan for the new sub¬ 
division at the corner of Canyon and 
Central avenues, was presented to 
the city trustees at an adjourned 
meeting Wednesday night by Ole 
dauson, purchaser of the tract. Mr. 
Hanson told the board that he had 
made all arrangements for the pur¬ 
chase of the tract from Gilbert Keys 
out wanted their unofficial approval 
of the proposed plan before he closed 
the deal. The board members ex¬ 
pressed themselves as being satisfied 
with the proposed plat. Mr. Han¬ 
son told the board that he expected 
to begin a building program which 
would add 75 new homes to Sierra 
Madre that active construction will 
start at once. 

The protests against the improv¬ 
ing of Victoria Lane were heard 
and after considerable discussion be¬ 
tween the protestors and members 
of tlie street department an agree¬ 
ment was reached which was satis¬ 
factory to all present. The protests 
were on the grounds that with a six- 
inch curb on the soutli side of the 
lane it would be almost impossible 
to build a driveway which could be 
used, because of the slope of the 
ground to the soutli. Most of the 
Houses on that side of the street 
are below the street level. Those 
protesting contended for a four-inch 
curb but City Engineer Gierlich ob¬ 
jected on the grounds that it would 
not carry the storm wuter. It was 
agreed that a five-inch curb would 
be satisfactory, and the engineer 
was ordered to prepare new maps 
to present at the next meeting. The 
protest hearing was continued until 
the March 20 meeting. 

The remainder of the evening was 
devoted to the routine business of 
the city. All the trustees were pres¬ 
ent with the exception of N. W. Tarr 
who is out of the city this week.

A treat for Sierra Madre is in 
store at Bethany Temple March 26 
at 7:45. Prince Blay Echettlay, of 
Abyssinia, declared to be a direct 
descendant of King Solomon and the 
Queen of Sheba, will give an ad¬ 
dress.

A few years ago Father Woodcutter, 
who was at that time head of the 
local church, organized a society of 
St. Rita, which grew in membership 
until there were more than 2,000 
members enrolled, many of whom 
visit the shrine of St. Rita period¬ 
ically. I,t was through this organiza¬ 
tion that much of the development 
work of the church was first made 
possible. 

The new church is being built of 
brick and will be given an outside 
coating of stucco, which will be 
tinted to conform to the general 
setting. The tower will rise from 
the southwest corner of the edifice. 
There will be an entrance at the 
southwest corner from Baldwin and 
the main entrance will be on the 
south from Grand View. 

Other buildings which have been 
erected near the church are the par¬ 
sonage, St. Rita’s school and St. 
Rita’s convent. The church will be 
used exclusively for church purposes 
and the basement of the school will 
be used as a social hall when the 
new building is completed.

Mr. Henderson says that the 
water system, when completed, will 
care for a population of 25,000 in 
the driest years.
